We are taied to-day, 
to pay lor this bribery and corruption. (Hear, 
hear.) The disreputable stale of our Cus- 
toms Department is. enough (o disgust a uy 
*eil regulated . mind ; but the Cuiernment of 
Ihe day wiuk al llie ra«ealilie« practised, The 
subserviency of the Ministry lo Lower Cans. 
da, hi order to retain their placer, also, ha* a 
direct tendency >to losver us in ihe eyes of the 
people abroad, — increase- taxation and add to 
the burdens of Upper Canada ; and now they 
come before, Iheelectors, forsooth, as osk for 
their suffrage*. The recent changes- in the 
Cabinet had been made nilba view to strength- 
en their position before Ibe country; but he 
looked ujiou Ihciu as more ready for rorrupliou 
than the late Minitlry,asil was now composed 
of eleven lawyers and oi)ft.t''?i' /, -vir.

Hut it did not end 
here ; the Government last session actually 
carried a uiesbiire through Parliament by 
which sve had to forego our Mortgage of 
$ lb' ,(100.000 in lire road, in order to allow 
the stock holders to have the first chance' of 
plunder. The Lower Canadians were bought 
off by a present of one and a Iralf. millions of 
acres of land to enable, them to build a Rail- 
road about 20 miles long.

make one.or-^wp general statements, —-to tbe 
a fleet,— that tbe object, of Mechanic %' Xoati- 
tulcs, Library Assoeiatioas, and even Agri- 
cultural Soeieiie9 , ,'wai to - afford,, not ooly in- 
struction, but. rest, and refreshment to. Ihe 
human mind. Tbeearly-clpsing and half-day 
holiday mnVeuients^ which had begun io Scot- 
land, was closely connected svith Ihe same. 
In Canada, we bad commenced tbe first of 
these great .' movements, by. -. establishing 
M echo pics* Joililutes, Library Associations 
nnd Agiicullural Soctelies.* Now, labor- was 
the doom ofinaft: Mao was condemned to 
eat bread by tbe sweat of the brow; but 
while labor was the doom of lhe human race, 
while work and exercise was necessary to the 
health and: development of ihe human frame, 
—tbe frame, the body and also the mind, by 
prolonged., exercise, becomes exhausted and 
needs recovery by- repose. This fact was 
self evident.' Take a simple illustration of 
this : bold up a weight in your hand,— first 
the hand is steady, there U plenty of power; 
■hen il shakes-- wavers more and more, until, 
being exhausted by continuous exertion, down 
it falL as if palsied. How stall it recover 
tlself to grasp the weight again-^-grtc it rest. 
The next statement he- would make tvas^- 
there svere various kinds of repose. First, 
tlicre svas absolute repose, — a man' being ex- 
hausted, rcsiiug.elt his voluntary muscle*.— 
Again, .there was also another kitid of repose, 

not absolute, but relative by alternate action j 
not by ceasing to act with all our muscles, but 

but by resting some, while employing others. 
The speaker said, he was acquainted svith 
this* kind of repose in former years, rather 
more, perhaps, ' thsu any one present. 
All, however, well ksiesv the military 
plirase— -"..Stpnd .at. ease'' — stand .easy ; and 
so used sv;is .the svcll-drilled soldier- lo the 
svord of coiiuiinnd, lhat he would spring into 
us 'comfortable ' a po*itiuu as 'circumstances 
svoHhl.peniiji^ijfa, stcoiiJ. There were also, 
ditlVreiit periods of real j and these refer to 
the daily labor nf-nian. There was the briat- 
fast, the # d 1(1 hit nnd lhe «upper time, when n 
inati should be m-mim- all hit littisclei «4SC 
those of his, jaws, which Iio'sth-* expected lo 
keep iu good action. There were u|so inn 

other periods of rest : one called ui^hf. Mnn 
required about eight hours sleep, — lliisarrange- 
inent left him ten or Isfelve hour* labor nnd 
four or sis' hours for recreation and improve. 
menr. A I first the early closing movement svas 
donouiiced ; but he had beard it since called, 
the key to the family atlar, o* the Sabbath— 
the seventh day of rest— was called the key 
to Ibe soul of man. Jn former limes poets 
elorjueritly demanded freedom, ond philosophers 
ably argued for the aarne ; but it was freedom 
of discusiion that udranced the moral and 
political progress of maakind. There svas 
auotber perio*! of rest — Sumlav or the Sab- 
bath i and nowhere, he believed, was the 
Sabbath better kept lhan in this country. He 
would hot dwell on' this point, but simply re- 
mark— U svas tbe highest privilege of man, — 
The speaker then referred lo lhe various move- 
ment* lately set on foot for recreation and rest, 
and prominent among these, was Mechanics* 
Institutes,' where me;i were brought together 

10 think,- to 1 talk, to rest, and to refresh the. 
human mind/ Professor James Miller' said, 

11 map is like machinery in many respects, and 
compares him to a steam engine that requires 
to be nutasidft- for a time'io 4 have its brasses

&c. So with man : he becomes rusted from 
using and reooires to have his brasses burnish.

all the great arteries, 'j He looked unoh Me- 
cb&nie* Institutes, and 'Other like nssoeiations 
as schools, svhere lobor msy be lighteted and 
our tune not lost, from svhence Canadian 
StevensoiVs may arise to do honour to Ihem- 
selvea, ond credit lo the land of their Adoption 
or birth. L Tbe'krVeiVer' then referred to sev- 
erol other einineni.tierSnn*, who, tike lhe one 
jusl referred lo; faad bt.teme! stars >y self.

In refer- 
ence to.thd test chosen i.as a basis; for chn- 
temulation, the speaker observed-- that, Tod, 
when admonishing a individual^ often de- 
signs a general application In this case it 
woe addressed to; n, church, nnd .will well 
apply to 'tho British Nfltiuu. 'England Imd 

receiVcd ttufch. l! She' hnd.heeii loaded with 
benefits, and occupied a' proud distinction 
among the naijons of the earth. tVhile she 
had her' home in a small island of the *ea, 
she extended her armies to all ports of ihe 
habitable globe. Her navy duals on every 
sea; nnd her merchants dwell on ell parts 
of the earth. Sho &its in all nntmnnl coun- 
cils, and gives impress and force to oil trea- 
ties. She is, indeed, the Queen of the world. 
Rut that which enobles Knglnnd is her Chris- 
tianity— her proteslnnt Christianity.': It is 
that which has "exnlied her lofty head 
Above her foes' around,'*— aiid lhat which has 
inclined and empowered her to auccor the 
oppressed— to let the elnvo go free, end to 
give lo the svholo civilized world, svherever 
her influence is felt, n desire for freedom. 
England's responsibility is O'pial to her 
greatness. Providence never designed that 
Kngland should tako the gifts so richly la- 
vished upun her, arid ahamofully desecrate 
thorn by subserving her own sensual or mer- 
cenary interests ; but ihnl wiih ond by those 
great graces sho should gtorifiy ihe* giver. 
And il hns been in this, Ihnl she' lies made 
her greftt inist-iko. and herein lies her causo 
for drep huiniliaiion. Her sv<»rk hns not 
been found " perfect before Hod." Sho has 
not been careful tu do good according to 
her menus,— end especially in her Eastern 
l'o<susvioii9 whoro millions of souls have 
been committed to her charge, that she might 
trniti them in the svny of lhe Lord— that out 
of that dnrk, uncouth ond idulalrmm moss, 
there might bo, through the sanctifying in-
